Open Your Inward Ear 

It’s always hard to say things so that the words exactly 
express the idea. It’s even harder to write these things because 
the gesture, the facial expression, the tone of voice which help 
to modify the words are lost. Sometimes it helps to use the 
words of someone else who seems to have been fairly success- 
ful in getting across a similar idea. With this end in mind, I 
am quoting the following sentences written by someone who 
remains nameless. They are taken from a Japanese tale of 
long ago called, “The Lad Who Cleaned the Garden Path.” 

“But Shorn did not understand his father at all. He 
hearkened only with his ears, and hearkening with one’s 
cars is all well and good, but still there are wit and fancy 
and imagination, too, with which to hearken when others 
speak, and of these lively inward cars Shoan made no use 
whatever. He hearkened like a dullard, only with the ears 
on either side of liis head.” 

This Oriental writer uses the words “inward ears” to 
express a whole new pattern in education and criticism that 
is being rejuvenated for the modern schoolboy. For at this 
particular time, much stress is being placed upon the necessity 
of uniting the intellect and the imagination, the knowing and 
feeling powers, the fact and the value. 

Mark Van Doren. in reply to a question as to whether he 
wrote his poetry about what he observed or what he felt, said, 
“I prefer to say I write poetry about what I observe with feel- 
ing.” Archibald MacLeish laments the fact that the newspaper 
stories leave no impression on us, because we have severed 
factual from feeling knowledge. And Dr. Norman Key of the 
National Safety Education Commission asked the Kansas City 
youth to act upon what they recognize as sources of danger. 

Of course, the idea really isn’t new. St. Ignatius of Antioch 
said something of a similar nature when he wrote, “Only beg 
for me strength within and without, that I may be a man not 
merely of words, but also of resolution.” 

The point is that all of these men and countless others 
through the ages arc simply restating the answer to a 
perennial problem , a problem in whose solution we are con- 
cerned today. 1 suppose it could even be related to Socra- 
tes’ dictum “Knowing is virtue.” Is knowing enough? Is 
developing the intellectual faculty a sufficient task? Ap- 
parently not, if man is to act on his knowledge. 

“I’m sick of theory!” exclaimed one of the elementary 
education majors. Perhaps the reason is simply the lack of 
stress placed on the inward ear in modern education. To ap- 
preciate the speculative, the theoretical, we must be conscious 
of its value. We must be convinced of its worth (which is not 
the same as saying we must be convinced of its usefulness). 
Only if fact is united to value, if we can feel the fact, will our 
education result in the growth of deep-rooted conviction.

Carol is the lucky 
recipient of a scholarship to study 
French for six weeks at Laval Uni- 
versity at Quebec, Canada. Carol 
and Jane will leave Kansas City 
the latter part of June and will 
return around August 15. 

Carol will be living with a 
French family in Quebec, and 
spending the greater part of her 
time either at classes, all con- 
ducted in French, or partaking of 
activities with the other students 
attending the summer session at 
Laval. Picnicking, a boat ride, a 
dance, some swimming parties, and 
various diversions are planned for 
the group. Life, for the six weeks 
at least, will be centered around 



the acqoiring of that illusive 
thing, a second language. Carol has 
been studying French since high 
school, but for Jane it is all new. 
This may present something of a 
problem to these two previously 
sturdy friends, for Carol will have 
to take a promise not to speak a 
word of English for the duration. 

The college is granted one schol- 
arship each year for this six 
weeks of study at Laval. Other 
colleges in the United States 
which also send their students to 
Laval for this session are St. 
Catherine’s at St. Paul, Minnesota, 
Marymount at Tarreytown, New 
York, and several others. The 
grant is open to application by any 
college at whicli advanced French 
is studied. 



Last month the student body 
collected $250 for the new misson, 
St. Joseph’s Joshi Gakuen, in Tsu, 
Japan. 

With the money, the Sisters 
bought second-hand government 
beds, dressers, and chairs for the 
new mission. Cases of canned 
goods were also purchased. 

St. Joseph’s Joshi Gakuen is pri- 
marily a senior high school for day 
students to develop leaders trained 
in Catholic thought for Japan. 
February 16, 1959, entrance exams 
were taken by 1200 girls. Because 
of the small faculty, two Sisters 
and one lay teacher, only 200 girls 
were accepted for the opening, 
April 12, 1959. The lay teacher, 
Shigemoto San, was a school mate 
of the future empress, Princess 
Michiko. 

Bishop Paul Furya of Kyoto de- 
dicated St. Joseph’s Joshi Gakuen 
December 29, 1958. The corner- 
stone had been laid on the Feast 
of Christ the King. The address of 
the school is St. Joseph’s Joshi 
Gakuen, 1330 Oaza, Handa, Tsu 
phi, Mie kan, Japan.
